Warbler Tours Attract 
International Visitors 
But Few Local Persons

It’s 7:30 a.m. on a cold May morning in a 
stand of young jack pines four miles east of 
Grayling. A north wind is gusting and snow- 
flakes began to fall, ignoring the calendar 
that says it’s springtime. 

But the chill of the morning doesn’t stop 
one of the country’s rarest birds from sing- 
ing its clear, strong song. Nor does it deter a 
small group of visitors from trying to catch 
a glimpse of the tiny bird that has caused so 
much fuss in the north woods of Michigan. 

Twice a day at 7 p.m. and 11 a.m. from 
early May to the middle of July, U.S. Forest 
Service guide Peggy Peters leads veteran 
birdwatchers and other curious persons to a 
Kirtland’s warbler nesting site off Richard- 
son Rd, near North Down River Rd. to hear 
and perhaps see the famous songbird. 

‘The Kirtland’s warbler is a very unwary 
bird,’’ Peters says. “The male we’ve been 
watching will fly to within 10 feet of us.”’ 

While others stare or photograph the 
yellow-breasted male, Peters will peer 
through binoculars to observe individual 
markings in order to identify it from other 
Kirtland’s warblers during census surveys. 


Sometimes the male will be near the trail 
and a group will see him within minutes. 
Other times groups wait two to three hours 
without a sighting. The bird nests in thick 
young jack pine stands - wooded areas with 
little interest to most people - and thus are 
not usually seen by the general public. 

Peters guides the only tours out of the 
Grayling DNR field office and takes all 
groups to the same area where one warbler 
lives right along a two-track trail, This 
keeps most people from disturbing other 
nesting areas without supervision. There Is 
another tour offered from the Mio DNR of- 
fice and neither tour allows persons to look 
for warbler nests, located near the ground 


under young jack pines, With only 400 of the 
birds left in the world it has enough breeding 
problems without problems from curious 
humans. 

Last year 650 persons - some from over- 
seas and South American countries ~ went 
on a Grayling tour. Only a handful of local 
persons have gone on a Grayling tour in the 
last two years. 

The bird has caused some local resent- 
ment spurred by controlled burning to pro- 


vide habitat. Problems with the national 


guard were settled amiably a few years ago 
and now a large warbler nesting area exists 
ort a Camp Grayling range northeast of 
Grayling. 

Besides tours, Peters helps maintain cow- 
bird traps in warbler nesting areas, Cow- 
birds do not tend their own eggs but instead 
leave them in other bird nests, A larger and 
aggressive cowbird hatchling will survive in 
Kirtland’s warbler nests while young war- 
blers die. The U.S. Forest Service, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, DNR, and Michigan 
Audubon Society started trapping cowbirds 
in 1972 and have killed an estimated 42,000 
cowbirds to date. 

The most important job Peters handles 
during the warbler nesting period is during 
the annual census to determine how the 
small number of birds are faring. She is 
assigned an area to count singing males and 
attempts to recognize the warblers on her 
land to avoid counting birds twice. Only the 
singing males are counted because of their 
distinctive voice and the difficulty in spot- 
ting females. Since most males have mates 
the county of singing males is doubled for an 
approximate population. 

An exciting part of the census is looking in 
new habitat areas for warblers. Hearing 
and finding a new warbler can mean one 
more step up a ladder that has world-wide 
extinction at the bottom. 
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Shell Awards Contract 


To Traverse City Firm © 


Houston—Shell Oil Company today an- 
nounced it has awarded a contract for site 
clearance work on a new oil and gas central 
production facility near Grayling. The con- 
tract went to Schworm Inc. of Traverse 
City. 


A Shell spokesman said site preparation 
for the new facility is expected to begin this 
week and should be completed before the 
end of July. A general contractor will be 
selected soon, and Shell expects to award a 
construction contract next month. Although 
some preliminary work may begin this 
year, it is anticipated major construction

activity will not begin until 1984. 

The new facility will separate and process 
crude oil and natural gas. It also will 
remove sulfur compounds from natural gas. 
It will be capable of processing more than 
1,000 barrels of oil and about 7 million cubic 
feet of natural gas per day. The facility is 
expected to begin operations in mid-1985. 

Shell said it will spend more than $11 
million to construct the new facility. Air and 
water pollution control equipment represen- 
ts about 40 percent of the total cost. It will be 
built on a 12-acre site in Frederic Township 
about eight miles north of Grayling in Craw- 
ford County.

WILL AMERICA 
SURRENDER? 


The first World War was 
supposed to be the last. On 
August 27, 1928 the Kellog 
Briand Pact was signed by 
63 nations pledging to settle 
all disputes by peaceful 
means only. The Kellog 
Briand Pact deceived the 
peaceful nations into a false 
sense of security, and en- 
couraged the aggressive 
nations to build up their 
military strength.

CHIPELAGO, that “Soviet 
means and money” are 
being used in the organiza- 
tions often found pushing an- 
ti-nuclear demonstrations. 
Russia plans to weaken our 
defenses enough to call for 
our surrender. 

Young school children 
across America are being 
prepared for surrender in 
the next generation.

tion encourages teachers to 
train children in these areas. 
Films like “Bombs Will 
Make the Rainbow Break’’, 
and study materials like 
“Choices: A Unit on Conflict 
and Nuclear War’, are used 
to program the thinking of 
the students for classroom 
discussion to follow.

June 16th and 17th from 9:00 a.m.-4:00 p.m., will be 
USDA Food Commodities Certification Day in Crawford 
County at the Senior Citizen Center, 308 Lawndale, in Gray- 
ling. 

Future recipients of USDA Surplus Commodities must 
have prior Certification, and the identification cards are not 
transferable. This is for the Certification Card Only. The 
cheese will be given out on June 22nd, 94 p.m, at the Senior 
Center to those who hold Certification Cards. 

It is felt this will hasten distribution and eliminate double 
rations per household. If you do not get certified, you will not 
be eligible for cheese in June.

Jesus Christ, in the days of 
old, sent his disciples out to 


| bear witness of the Father’s 


love to all. Today, Christian 
disciples faithfully continue 


F to carry forth this message 


of love - willingly sharing 
grief as well as joy with their 
neighbors, offering aid and 
kindness to the poor and 
troubled stranger. But what 
of discipleship in the home? 
Jesus commanded his dis- 
ciples in Mark, “‘Go home..., 
and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for 
thee and hath had com- 
passion on thee.”’ Jesus thus 


1 offered his message of love 


to the world, not to be limited 
to the outer world only, but 
also to light the inner world 
of the home as a candle in 
the darkness ‘‘that they 
which come may see the 
light.” 

Sadly, Christian disciples 
who faithfully bear witness 
to the outer world, fail to 
bring home the discipleship 
of God’s love.

Report Warns of Future 
Year Budget Pressures

UTILITIES CHARGED WITH 
IMPROPER CAMPAIGN 
SOLICITATION 

Michigan’s three largest power 
utilities should have about $2.9 
million deducted from their next 
rate cases because of improper use 
of facilities and staff regarding 
November, 1982, ballot issues, the 
Public Service Commission staff 
reports. 

The findings were the result of an 
audit of campaign expenses by 
Detroit Edison, Consumers Power 
and Michigan Consolidated Gas. 

The ballot issues included two 
which banned automatic rate ad- 
justments (one was favored by 
utilities, the other was opposed) and 
one providing for an elected PSC. 

Staff auditor Charles Geyer said 
the utilities solicited campaign con- 
tributions from their suppliers, 
using company facilities and on 
company time. 

“I conclude the contributions 
were not entirely voluntary and the 
solicitation of these donations were 
improper. For a corporate officer 
and employees of a utility pur- 
chasing department to actively 
solicit donations suggests either an 
element of coercion is involved or 
that conducting business with a 
utility is so lucrative a donation is 
necessary,’ Geyer said. 


The utilities will be permitted to 
present evidence at a hearing to be 
scheduled before a hearing officer. 
Then the PSC itself will issue a final 
order. 


The audit was conducted after the 
Michigan Citizens Lobby filed a 
complaint and the PSC ordered a 
review to ensure expenditures for 
advertising, electioneering and 
wages not be recognized as part of 
the rates of the utilities. 


The amounts to be deducted under 
the staff recommendations include 
$1.2 million for amounts con- 
tributed by the suppliers and $1.7 
million more in utility payrolls and 
overnead peepee

I am a member of a group 
called the ‘‘Grand Traverse 
Metis,” which is a group of 
families much interested in 
the costumes, customs and 
weapons of the half-breeds

Northwest Territory prior to 
and during our 
Revolutionary War. The 
metis used the fox as their 
symbol for good reason. The 
metis were not accepted by 
either the Indians or the 
whites, so they pretty much 
had to depend upon them- 
Selves for survival just as 
the fox does. 

The fox is a lone hunter 
and by his skills as a hunter 
either lives or dies. I have 
watched, on occasion, 
various foxes while they 
hunted or loafed. If you live 
in a foxes’ area and mean no 
harm, they seem to tolerate 
you with a vote of confidence 
which probably is the foxes’ 
method of showing contem- 
pt. As a kid, I never hunted 
the fox, but those who did 
told interesting stories of 
how the fox would play with 
the dogs. They seem to 
develop a plan to drive the 
dogs crazy. They would ap- 
pear with a careful air of in- 
attention, begging to be 
chased. Then, when the 
chase started, they would 
simply evaporate into the 
brush and nearby cover. The 


chase would leave the dogs . 


tired and sore footed, but the 
next day the fox was back 
seemingly looking for 
another romp. The fox can 
live in close association with 
man and still be seldom seen 
except perhaps as the fox 
dictates. The fox is a master 
of survival as his continued 
presence in the face of man’s 
expanding invasion of his 
domain indicates.

On March 29, 1983, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) filed an application in the above 
matter, 

MichCon is a Michigan corporation with principal 
offices located at 500 Griswold Street, Detroit, Michigan 
and is engaged in the production, purchase, transmis- 
sion, distribution and sale of natural gas in numerous 
communities throughout the State of Michigan. 

MichCon indicates that it has experienced a dramatic 
decrease in total sales, and especially industrial sales, 
since 1979. MichCon states that the reduction in gas 
sales to the industrial market has been due to plant 
closings, the economic recession, conservation and the 
competitive advantage of alternate fuels. MichCon 
beheves that the last factor will continue to have an 
adverse effect on its markets and projects a continued 
decrease in its industrial sales in the future. 

MichCon states that it believes it can to some extent 
ameliorate the loss of sales it has been experiencing by 
making the rate at which it sells gas to certain industrial 
and large voluine commercial customers more competi- 
tive with alternate fuels. MichCon contends that this 
will mitigate the increase in the share of its fixed costs 
which must otherwise be borne by its remaining cus- 
tomers when industrial and large volume commercial 
sales are lost and also reduce its take-or-pay exposure 
to its suppliers. 

MichCon requests that the Commission permit it to 


_ Sell gas to certain industrial and large volume commer- 


cial customers under new rate schedules which are more 
competitive with alternate fuels than any of MichCon’s 
other rate schedules. 

MichCon proposes that the new rate schedules be 
available to customers that have the capability to burn 
either natural gas or oil/propane and will be unable to 
continue to purchase natural gas, or will be unable to 
continue to resume the purchase of natural gas, or will 
have to substantiaily reduce the purchase of natural gas 
from MichCon, and will utilize alternate fuel, unless 
they purchase gas under the new rate schedules. In addt- 
tion, in order to purchase gas under Rate Schedules 
Nos. 4 or 4-[, the customer will be required to use the 
gas only in a facility or equipment with a nameplate 
rating in excess of 50,000 Cf per hour or 50 MMBtu 
per hour. Rate Schedule 4-J differs from Rate Schedule 4 
only in that it applies to those larger volume customers 
who are subject to the incremental pricing provisions of 
the Natural Gas Policy Act of 1978. 

MichCon states that cach customer under Rate 
Schedules Nos. 4 or 4-1 will be required to pay a rate 
equal to (i) the commodity gas component tn Michigan 
Wisconsin Pipe Line Company's Rate Schedule MC-1 
(currently $3.3421 per dekathertn or 33.96 cents per 
Cef), plus (2) the current authorized monthly customer 
service charge and commodity charge, per unit, that 
would otherwise be applicable to the customer if it did 
not qualify for Rate Schedules Nos. 4 or 4-1, plus (3) 
certain surcharges and taxes. In addition, cach customer 
under Rate Schedule No. 4-I will be subject to an incre- 
mental pricing alternate fuel charge, if any. However, 


MichCon indicates that in no event shall the rate 
charged for service under the new rate schedules exceed 
that which would otherwise be applicable to the cus- 
tomer if it did not qualify for Rate Schedules Nos. 4 or 4-1. 

MichCon states that the new rates shall not be sub- 
ject to any adjustments for cost of purchased gas as 
provided in Rule No. 30 of its Rules and Regulations. 
The cost of gas specifically associated wifh sales under 
Rate Schedules Nos. 4 and 4-I (.e., the commodity gas 
component of the MC-1 rate) shall be excluded from the 
cost of gas in any purchased gas cost recovery calcula- 
tion or reconciliation. 

MichCon further states that inasmuch as the gas to be 
sold by MichCon under the proposed new rate schedules 
would not, but for the reduced rate, otherwise be sold to 
the customers in question under existing rate schedules, 
the proposed Rate Schedules Nos. 4 and 4-I will not 
increase the rates and charges of MichCon, or alter, 
change or amend said rates and charges in such a way as 
to increase the cost of service to MichCon’s customers. 

MichCon proposes that the new rate schedules be 
made effective immediately and terminate on October 
31, 1984.

Chamber Chatter

The regular meeting of the Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce Board of Directors was held at the Chief Shoppena- 
gon Motor Hotel last Thursday and the following officers were 
elected: President, Joe Wakeley; Ist Vice President, Sherry 
Hanson; 2nd Vice President, Kathy Ashton; Secretary/T'rea- 
surer, John Alef II and Past President is Ernie Dawson. 

Public Relations Director, Don Geiss, attended a meeting 
recently of the Tourism & Recreation Committee sponsored by 
the Michigan State Chamber of Commerce. Among the items 
considered at the meeting was a discussion of signs on and along 
Michigan Interstate Highways. Many of the comments were 
about the symbol signs near exits, There was a question about 
whether the symbols covered all of the possible major tourists 
businesses, 

Another item on the agenda dealt with the possible use for 
recreation of abandoned railroad rights-of-way. This was 
primarily related to areas in southern Michigan where there are 
areas that could be used for bicycle trails. Geiss said that the 
committees will be increasingly important in the tourism 
business since the State Chamber can make a significant impact 
on state decisions. 

Perhaps lost in the planning for functions in the area is the 
maintenance of a community calendar by the Chamber Office 
and with the help of the Grayling Promotional Assoc.

One ar- 
ticle submitted to the guide editors promotes the AuSable Cance 
Marathon and the Milltown Festival and the other is devoted to 
scenic trips in Crawford County. A luncheon was held last 
Friday at the Holiday Inn for Maj. General Vernon Andrews, the 
new Adjutant General of Michigan. General Andrews flew into 
Grayling for National Guard business and took the time to meet 
with governmental officials and citizens and discuss the plans 
for Camp Grayling. 

Another major first for the Milltown Festival will be a Moon- 
walk experience of weightlessness. A commercial entrance fee 
required portable building will house the event which will allow 
persons to experience firsthand what the astronauts feel when in 
space,
